Vimy sewer project-

By careful study and 
planning, the people of Vimy 
have provided themselves 
with a sewer system that is 
the very first of its kind 
operating at present in 
Alberta. 

Taking their first major 
step in April of 1973, the very 
concerned people of the 
hamlet of Vimy formed a 
delegation to approach coun- 
cil of the MD of Westlock on 
the feasibility of a sewer 
system in Vimy. Council had 
a sympathetic ear to the 
sanitary problems and health 
hazards caused by uncon- 
trolled septic tank sewage 
dispersal, however, they felt 
at the time that the Muni- 
cipal District could not take 
the burden of such a high 
cost. 

They did encourage the 
delegation, though, to pro- 
ceed and they would help in 
any other way they could. A 
committee of interested citi- 
zens then approached Mr. 
Ken McAmmond, senior 
health inspector for the Stur- 
geon Health Unit, along with 
MLA Mr. Ernie Jamison, for 
some help and support of the 
project. 

A conventional gravity 
flow system was financially 
unattainable. However, Ken 
McAmmond knew of a modi- 
fied system operating in 
Saskatchewan at a price 
Vimy could afford. Through 
his contacts, Mr. McAm- 
mond arranged for a dele-

The MD's new develop- 
ment policy requires that 
developers in the gravel 
business improve roads to 
the satisfaction of the MD, in 
one specific case a mile of 
road which would be shared 
between TBG and Alberta 
Concrete Ltd. 

TBG could get out of the 
problem by putting in a rail 
spur but a spokesman for the 
firm said they would be 
willing to bend to the MD’s 
policy that roads are main- 
tained by the developer at his 
expense. 

The MD has already given

Subdivision 
development stalled 


A 460 acre subdivision 
development one and a half 
miles west of the Fort 
Saskatchewan River in the 
Sturgeon River Valley has 
been refused temporarily by 
the MD of Sturgeon. 

The residential develop- 
ment proposed by Belvedere 
Developments Ltd. could 
provide homes for up to 350 
people and has been de- 
signed for a ‘‘ranch’’ style of 
country living. 

MD council has quashed 
the development for the 
moment until there is access 
to the area from the 
southeast corner of the 
property. The MD is also 
waiting till the North West 
radial route has been re- 
solved in conjunction with 
the Department of High- 
ways. This is in line with an 


earlier decision made by the 
MD. 

There is a paved secondary 
highway to within two miles 
of the south boundary of the 
three-quarter sections slated 
for development. Then acc- 
ess from this point is by 
gravel road. 

Council are also stalling on 
the project because of 
cul-de-sacs in the develop- 
ment and feels that these 
should be eliminated. 

The area which will come 
under development is well 
wooded but the developers 
have made it clear that there 
will be minimum destruction 
to tree cover. 

One major feature of the 
development will be a stable 
area, a barn and corral 
system for horses as well as 
trails.

success of this system, both 
financially and functionally. 

The people were once 
again encouraged, this time 

y Mr. Ernie Jamison, to go 
ahead and put a system in 
Vimy. Through further 
meetings with the MD of 
Westlock and Ernie Jamison, 
we were advised that it 
would be to our advantage of 
form our own Utilities Co-op 
before proceeding with the 
project. Five members for- 
med the first board of 
directors: Jim Henderson, 
Jack Burns, Leo Provencal, 
Roland Limoges and Donna 
Bombersback. The residents 
of the hamlet were in 
complete support of this 
project and expressed their 
desire for the directors in the 
Co-op to proceed. In order to 
get a better knowledge of the 
system, Ewert Harder, Util- 
ities officer from Westlock, 
Jim Henderson, and Ken 
McAmmond attended a two 


day seminar, arranged by the 
Saskatchewan government, 
in North Battleford. 

After this, with govern- 
ment approval, in July, 1974, 
we arranged financial assis- 
tance through the MD of 
Westlock and construction 
began, as soon as the blue 
prints were made, late in 
September. The trenching 
contract was given to Ch- 
uck’s Ditching Ltd., of Faw- 
cett. Winter delayed con- 
struction until May of 1975, 
and the first hook-up, Jim 
Henderson’s, was made on 
June 5. By mid-July, the 
system was in complete 
operation, and working very 
successfully. 

An annual meeting was 
held on July 29 at which time 
the residents expressed a 
desire to own and operate the 
system through their Utilities 
Co-op. It was decided that 
each homeowner would pay 
cash for the construction and 
maintenance of the system. 

Vimy is very proud of its 
completed project and they 
hope that other small comm- 
unities will now follow their 
lead in improving the rural 
areas of Alberta.

4 Great Canadian Oil Sands remains Canada's oil sands pioneer. 
But doing something no one else has done before has meant 
the solution of an enormous number of complex mining and 
engineering problems. Making the sands productive is a tough, 
expensive job. Here is a brief description of just what 

it takes. 


First we mine the oil sand: 


Before mining, however, vast amounts of overburden must be 
rcmoved. First, this means clearing trees and brush and digging 
ditches to allow the muskeg to drain. But even after drainage 
periods of two years or more muskeg is still water saturated 
and can only be excavated when frozen solid. With the 

muskeg cleared away, the remainder of the overburden is 
excavated. In all, it takes four years of preparation before 

we can begin to actually mine the oil sand in any given area. 
With the oil sand face ready, the bucket wheels go to work. 
Weighing 1,800 tons each, they cut a continuous swath as wide 
as a hockey rink and up to 70 feet high into the exposed 

sand. 

Mining the exposed oil sand is a big job, requiring careful 
planning and massive machinery, for oil sand is a tenacious 
opponent. Naturally adhesive and abrasive and susceptible 

to weather changes, it can stop our powerful mining 

equipment in its tracks. 

Miles of conveyor belts moving at 12 mph carry the sand 

into the nearby extraction plant.

In your kitchen, hot water and an electric mixer might do the job. 
At GCOS, however, the recipe for maximum bitumen recovery 
calls for steam, water and sodium hydroxide, all mixed with 

oil sand in huge, revolving drums at 80° Celsius (180°F.). 

Heat and movement in these drums break the bitumen’s 120 
million year hold on the sand. And the resulting slurry 

is pumped to large separation vats where bitumen floats to the 
top and is skimmed for upgrading. 

The heavier sand sinks and is pumped along with clays and 
silts in suspension to ati outdoor system of dykes where it is 
impounded. 


Then we upgrade the bitumen: 


After cleaning by dilution and centrifuging, bitumen is sent 
through a processing operation geared specifically to 
Great Canadian requirements. 

First, it is introduced into a coking drum where it is thermally 
broken into light hydrocarbons and heavy residue.

The dollars and sense of 
farm machinery management 


Costs are the key to the 
profit-making equation of 
farm machinery. Farm ma- 
chinery can be either a sound 
investment or a heavy 
expense, depending upon 
the care that is given to its 
selection and its use. 

Ron Woolf, Alberta Agri- 
culture’s farm management 
counsellor at Olds, reports a 
recent study conducted by 
the farm management br- 
anch in the Olds area showed 
that machinery ownership 
and operating expenses acc- 
ounted for 20 to 25 per cent 
of the total. costs of all 
expenses incurred. ‘‘With 
current credit charges, soar- 
ing replacement costs and 
the rapid outdating of design 
it is not surprising that 
interest and depreciation 
account for about two-thirds 
of total machinery costs,’* he 
says. Since the capital tied 
up in farm machinery often 
represents 20 per cent or 
more of the total farm 


business investment, con-

The recent issue of PLO 
attendance at a U.N. crime 
and violence conference in 
Toronto has escalated into an 
emotionally charged con- 
frontation. The hassle began 
with an invitation from 
Ontario, five years ago, to 
the United Nations to hold 
their fifth Congress on Crime 
Prevention in Toronto in 
September 1975. Subse- 
quently, the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization was gran- 
ted observer status by a vote 
of 95 to 17 (with 19 
abstentions) at the U.N. 
General Assembly last Nov- 
ember 22. Canada voted 
against the resolution but the 
majority made the decision 
final. Hences the PLO is 
entitled to send observers to 
all U.N. conferences. 

Lately, however, the fed- 
eral government came under 
enormous pressure from 
Canadian Jewish organiza- 
tions not to admit Palestinian 
terrorists and from Arab 
organizations threatening 
economic boycott if the PLO 
were denied Canadian entry. 
In the end, the government 
avoided making any abso- 
lute, definitive decision. In- 
stead External Affairs Se- 
cretary Allan MacEachen 
merely requested a post- 
ponement of the conference 
to some later date not this 
year. Mr. MacEachen said 
that when the ‘‘later date’’ 
comes, members of the PLO,

other than known terrorists, 
will be admitted to Canada. 

This issue is an extremely 
subjective one and people 
are free to either condemn or 
condone the government’s 
stand. Certainly its decision 
made some points with 
pressure groups who did not 
want the PLO here in 
Canada. But it has been 
suggested that the question 
is not really whether Canada 
tolerates the PLO. As a terr- 
orist movement that gains its 
ends by hideous crimes the 
PLO is morally intolerable: 
(We all remember the 
Munich Olympics massacre 
among other atrocities, a 
massacre perpetrated by 
Black September, an under- 
ground arm of a major 
branch of the PLO). It is a 
loose federation of several 
guerilla movements commit- 
ted to destroying Israel by 
military and political means. 
It has claimed responsibility 
for many terrorist raids 
including the recent bombing 
in Jerusalem in which 13 
people were killed. Surely 
few people, if any, can be 
sympathetic to its aims and 
methods of operation. 

Yet, however vile the 
tactics of the PLO may be, 
many individuals maintain 
that although Canada did not 
agree to giving the PLO 
observer status at the U.N., 
it must now accept the 
decision of the majority and

therefore not bar the mem- 
bers of the terror organ- 
ization from entry to this 
country. Canada invited the 
U.N. to hold this conference 
here, recognizing the U.S.’s 
right to make its own guest 
list. 

Canada certainly should 
not repudiate the U.N., an 
international — organization 
that was founded 30 years 
ago to promote worldwide 
peace and diplomacy. True, 
in more recent years, the 
U.N. General Assembly, 
once a forum for debate, has 
seemingly become an arena 
of intolerance and non-com- 
promise, but is it not 
reasonable to say that our 
only hope for world peace 
and co-operation lies in our 
unwavering faith in this 
international body? 

In the Canadian Govern- 
ment’s 1970 review of 
foreign policy, when many of 
the U.N. failings were al- 
ready becoming apparent, 
Canada made this pledge: 
‘The two great functions of 
the United Nations - to keep 
the peace and to improve the 
conditions of life on earth - 
call for a newly effective and 
rejuvenated United Nations 
structure. Together with 
other nations, Canada will 
continue to work toward this 
end.’’ The need for rejuve- 


nation is more clear than 
ever now, as is the pre- 
servation of our only world 
body, however inadequate it 
may presently seem. 

We now know that the 
U.N. has rejected the Cana- 
dian request for a postpone- 
ment of the controversial 
crime conference and has 
decided to stage the meeting 
instead of either Geneva or 
Vienna. There have as yet 
been no serious repercus- 
sions stemming from the 
Canadian decision. In fact, 
Canada’s great dedication_to 
the peacekeeping forces has 
been highly praised recently 
in spite of all events. 

We should not lose sight of 
the reason for the postpone- 
ment request. It was felt that 
the crime conference, given 
the current international 
political climate, would not 
prove successful. Inevitably 
too many unrelated political 
considerations would enter 
into the proceedings. The 
re-escalation of violence in 
the Middle East 
undoubtedly spread its bitt- 
nerness into Canada and 
subsequently into the con- 
ference itself. This intrusion 
of the Middle East conflict 
might well distort and 
undermine the purpose for 
which the meeting was 


originally called - to develop 


would - 


and promote international 
co-operation in the field of 
law and public order. The 
government felt that all our 
efforts should be directed 
toward the reduction of 
tension in the Middle East. 
Canada was not to shirk her 
responsibilities but, through 
new initiatives, seek to 
improve the policital situa- 
tion both in the Middle East 
and in the U.N. itself. 

This whole situation may 
prove to be somewhat ironic. 
Canada has unequivocally 
stated its intended resistance 
to any attempt to exclude 
Israel from the U.N. Yet this 
very week, leaders of the 
46-nation Organization of 
African Unity are expected to 
approve an Egyptian reso- 
lution calling for U.N. 
suspension of Israel. Israel 


has threatened that, upon its 
suspension from the organ- 
ization, it will oust U.N. 
peacekeeping forces from the 
Middle East ceasefire lines. 
To go one step further, 
Henry Kissinger has said 
that if Israel’s membership is 
revoked by the U.N., the 
U.S. will leave the world 
organization. In speculation, 
such a move could result in 
the ultimate demise of the 
United Nations. 

Thus, it may be that 
Canada’s decision to post- 
pone the U.N. Confress on 
Crime Prevention in favour 
of seeking measures to 
rapidly better the present 
unstable international polit- 
ical situation could be almost 
insignificant in the face of 
greater overshadowing ev- 
ents.
